This illustration may be pasted in your garden club scrapbook 
for future reference. There’s no space in this column for a scien- 
tific lecture, but I would like to recall a clever device introduced by 
my paternal grandmother. She was the only other girl I knew 
named Celestine like the sympathetic Sibley whose stature—pro- 
fessionally, that is—has expanded until we hail her as Elephant 
Editor, no less. 

My grandmother had a knack of awakening youthful interest 
that many professional teachers might envy. She did not attempt 
to confuse my restless mind with befuddling talk about pistils and 
stamens. She gave me a pansy, that common garden flower with 
a face almost human—like “Rhesus” Riley’s. 

But getting back to the pansy my grandmother gave me, let us 
pick off the five petals one by one, as she told me to do if I wished 
to see “a little old man taking a tub bath.” (Those were the good 
old days when a round wooden tub was used for the family wash 
every Monday morning and for the family baths every Saturday 
night.) 

Pick a pansy from your own garden—not from George Simons’ 
public plantings in Hurt or Plaza Park. Pick off the petals. There 
partly hidden by the green sepals you'll discover a blushing, pink- 
skinned little man in a tub. Thus Figure B ingeniously introduces 


Mr. Pistil. 


A Boy Scout may tell you that the small wild pansy is known as 
Johnny-Jump-Up. Professors will remind you that pansies and 
violets belong to the Viola family. 

Figure C shows how the petals which form the calyx or outer 
part of a daffodil and the apparently single petal that forms the 
corona or trumpet look like a cup and saucer. All the petals or 
complete flower envelope make up what botanists call the perianth. 
In the narcissus family the trumpet forms a cup and the saucer is 
the perianth. 

The sepals or outside leaves next to the stem are usually green, 
but in the case of the tulip, the sepals are colored the same as the 
petals. It does no harm to know these botanical names, but it is 
not necessary to remember them in order to enjoy the beauty and 
fragrance of the various flowers. ., 

We are reminded by our pedagogical friend, Lillian Lee, that 
we demonstrate our faith in God when we buy seeds each Spring 
to plant in full confidence that they will grow into the flowers or 
vegetables advertised on the package sold by our favorite seedsman.

Congress Housing Bill 
Flayed by Local Builder

B. A. Martin, one of Atlanta’s 

leading builders and an officer in 
the National Association of Home 
Builders, has some very fixed 
ideas about the “Co-operative 
Housing Bill, No. HR-7402,” now 
«before Congress. He says it is 
called “Title I Housing For Middle 
Income Families,” but he declares 
it is a government financed, gov 
ernment controlled, government 
guaranteed, government operated 
and government subsidized hous- 
ing bill. 

Martin declares “this bill is en- 
tirely unnecessary and can easily 
defeat its own purpose, because 
over a million nrivate homes a 
year are now being built, which is 
the full capacity or production of 
available labor and materials. Ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, 75 percent of these 
homes are now being bought and 
financed by citizens in the middle 
income bracket. Further liberal 
financing now would simply create 
more demand and inflaté prices 
still more in the home building 
field. This could easily defeat the 
purpose of this bill to cheapen 
rent and make payments for all 
housing actually more.” 

The bili, he declares, “offers to 
any middle group of American 
citizens who are willing to regi- 

-“ment themselves and live under 
the dictation of a government com- 
missioner (commissar in Russia) 
special financial assistance not of 
fered to others.

WILL MEET IN MAY 


League Wants To Assist 
Modest Income Group 


The 1950 Annual Convention of 
the Georgia Savings. and Loan 
‘League, Inc., has been set for May 
22nd and 23rd at the Lookout 
Mountain Hotel which is located 
in Georgia atop Lookout Moun- 
tain. This organization, represent- 


‘ing more than sixty Savings Asso- 
ciations throughout the State, is 


—— striving to promote a program of 
‘thrift and home financing among 
‘the moderate income classes. 


“Thrift and home ownership go 
hand in hand,” said J. Harry Hal- 
pert, of Moultrie, President of the 
League. While we are diverting a 
lot of our energy to promoting 
thrift among all citizens, we are 
especially anxious to assist mod- 
erate income families to become 
home owners. 

Among topics to be discussed at 
the convention will be the current 
Government proposals for a fur-: 
ther socialization of the housing 
industry through a scheme of co- 
operative operation with loan 
terms of three per cent for 60 
years. 

“Our organization 1s unalter- 
ably opposed to any such unsound 
proposition as this bill offers,” 
said the League President. “We 
have asked all members of the 
Georgia delegation in Congress to 
oppose this bill as a dangerous 
threat to the economy of the State 
and the nation.” Mr. Halpert 
pointed out that the Federal Re- 
serve Board has expressed strong 
opposition to the proposal pri- 
marily because of its adverse ef- 
fect on local economy. 

Other sessions of the Conven- 
tion program will be devoted to 
encouraging activity in the low- 
cost housing field serving the GIs 
under the home loan provisions of 
the GI bill, and to a general all- 
around workship aimed at devel- 
oping a still high operating effi- 


ciency among the Savings Asso- 
clations. 

The League President pointed 
out that there is every indication 
of an adequate supply of home 
mortgage funds available to po- 
tential home purchasers through 
Georgia in normal financial chan- 
nels during 1950. “We are most 
positive,” said Mr. Halpert, “that 
there is no need for a Government- 
created artifical credit supply at 
this time which can do nothing 
but add to the potential purchas- 
ing™ power in a market already 
operating under boomtime con- 
ditions. The only result of such a 
Government program would be 
pressure for increased cost of 
housing.

southeast’ Income Payments Hit 
Record 524 Billion Last Year 


Dixie Citizens Had Better Break _ 
Than Other Sections of U. S$. in 1949 


Income payments in the South- 


east hit another peak last year. 

Payments received by Dixie citi- 
zens last year edged up to a rec- 
ord total of $24,325,000,000. This 
topped the 1948 sum by about 
$100,000,000. 

These figures are estimates 
which we have made based on the 
information available to date. The 
official Department of Commerce 
estimates for the individual States 
won't be published until late 
August. 

The U. S. as a whole registered 
an income decline of about one 
percent between 1948 and 1949. 

The year 1949 marks the first 
time since 1945 that the Southeast 
has: had a better’ trend in income 
payments.than the U. S. In each 
of the other postwar years, our 
gain had been smaller than that of 
the country as a whole. 

The Southeast chalked up its 
new high in income payments in 


the face of drops in both farm in- 


come and factory pay rolls. 

Because of lower prices and 
smaller crops, farmers got about 
15. percent less after paying pro- 
duction expenses than they got in 
1948. Factory workers took home 
about six percent less than a year 
earlier. 

Biggest cause of the rise in our 
total income was a jump in wages 
and salaries paid to employees in 
trade and service businesses. 
ployment eased downward slightly 
in these groups, but wage rates 
were up. Total income for the 
groups rose. 

State and local government em- 
ployment showed a rise, and Fed- 
eral workers got a boost in pay 
rates.

ELBERTON—The Southeastern Power Administration, to be established here soon, will 
from the start be Big Business. 

For this agency, recently created by the Department of Interior, at Washington, will 
supervise the sale of all‘ the electric power ro at the dams built in the Southeast by

Department to advertise in order to per- 
suade owners of dogs to do their duty 
toward protecting the people. 

The problem of rabies is a growing 
one all over Georgia. In Fulton County 
seven times as many cases were reported 
last year as in 1948. And only last week 
in The Dallas New Era a front-page item 
carried the dreaded news: “NOTICE— 
MAD DOGS REPORTED HERE.”

It’s about time Georgia was taking 
action to stamp out rabies. We have it on 
authority of public health officials that 
rabies can be eliminated. It is not even 
necessary to kill off all the foxes. But it 
is necessary to inoculate all dogs. 


We are told that Memphis, Tenn., some 
time back cut its number of rabies cases 
to zero by the simple process of insisting 
on the inoculation of all dogs. Every 
county in Georgia, including Fulton, can 
do the same thing. 


Death by-rabies is a horrible one. And 
even the Pasteur treatment is painful and 
sometimes results in paralysis.’ Also, it 
is not invariably effective. It is stupid 
to delay action until piteous death stirs 
us from our lethargy. Let our County 
Commissioners and our courts back the 
Health Department fully in stiff penalties 
for those who fail or refuse to have their 
dogs protected.

But there is a tendency to say that the nation now is formed:

The Poor, Poor Republicans! 


WASHINGTON—lIt is time to ask whether the agonized .efforts 


of the Republicans including the famous “Statements of Republi- 


can Principles,’ have achieved the. avowed aim of luring the big 
contributors back into the fold. The answer appears to be, “No— 
except in Boston.” During the first quarter of this year, the Re- 
publican National Committee managed to collect $148,000. During 


the same period, from. diréct contributions and the Jefferson-Jack- 


son saturnalia, the Democrats hauled in a lush $675,000. 

In fact, whether or not the Democratic Party is now the rich man’s 
party, it has demonstrably become the party of many rich and 
powerful men. Moreover, the: Republican Party, the traditional 
business party, is a poor party—a very poor party—in comparison 
with the supposed defenders of the poor and the underprivileged. 


Softenin It is true that the $148,000 collected in this quarter 
g by the Republicans represents a marked improve- 
improvement over last year, when the Republican National Com- 
mittee was going flat broke. Throughout 1949 the Committee col- 
lected a miserable $260,000 (the Democrats collected $1,600,000) 
against expenditures of $770,000. It was the threat of imminent in- 
solvency which stimulated all the efforts to soften the hard hearts 
of the faithless fat cats: ) 

Yet despite this improvement, these efforts cannot be said to 
have been crowned with suecess. In the first place, this is an elec- 
tion year, and the Republicans are still collecting contributions at a 
rate well below the expenditures of non-election 1949. With the 
Democrats hauling in more than four times as-much, the Repub- 
licans will be at an obvious disadvantage. .- 


Boston In the second place, a closer examination of the Re- 

publican contributions list demonstrates that it was only 
in Boston that fat pocketbooks were really opened to the Repub- 
lican cause--The Boston phenomenon is a curious one. It sug- 
gests that Boston’s Back Bay has taken upon itself the task of res- 
cuing the Republican National Committee from bankruptcy. 

The list is very heavily weighted with names of Cabots, 
Adamses, Elliotts, Cutlers and Coolidges, most of whom came 
through with contributions of $1,000 or more. Presumably this phe- 
nomenon feflects the efforts of energetic Sinclair Weeks, a Bos- 
tonian and Republican assistant treasurer. But the Boston Brah- 
minate can hardly be expected to underwrite the Republican Party 
single-handed. And in every other area the results of the Repub- 
lican drive have been disappointing. ; 

One can search the Republican list almost in vain for the names 
of big business contributors. Tom Girdler, of Republic Steel, picked 
up a small tab, and there are a few Wall Street contributions. 
But by and large, the pickings have been slim indeed. 

In contrast, the Democratic contributions list, for this year and 
last, amounts t6 a sort of blue book of important sections of Ameri- 
can industry and finance. To name only a few titans: Jack Frye, 
C. R. Smith and Sherman Fairchild, among the moguls of the air- 


craft industry; Seton Porter, of the liquor industry, and Curtis 


Calder and C. H. Moses, of utilities; Robert Young for railroads; 
Emil ‘Schram, President of the New York Stock Exchange, and 
Floyd Odlum, of the Atlas dg igen in finance; the Warners, 
the Schencks and the Goldwyns in on pictures; and so on in- 


definitely. — 
Reverse In other words, the assumption that winning elections 

| ' depends on campaign contributions is nonsense. In 
fact, campaign contributions depend on winning elections. It is 
surely demonstrable by this time that the prejudices of the more 
reactionary big contributors are simply not shared by the majority 
of the electorate. If the Republican Party is identified with these 
prejudices, it automatically loses elections. And if the Party loses 
elections, it automatically loses contributions. This is the dilemma 
which the Republican Party must break. It can only be broken in 
the end by espousing the sort of moderate, modern conservatism 
which has led to the upsurge of conservative strength in England 
and elsewhere, however this may pain some of the fat cats.

‘For a long time now the word “idealist” has been in ill repute, an apology of 
innocence, a label of childishness, a sign of floating through a Never-Never Land 
where sugar plums grow on trees and everybody sings in a neat four-part harmony 

4 all day long. The twisted iconoclasts, the satirists, the opportunists and the com- 
promisers have held the field, and the dreamers of dreams have been laughed off 

as sleep-walkers who might one day wake up and live sardonically. 
“Of course,” the cynics have said, shrugging off the wide-eyed and naive, “all that you say is fine. 


But be reasonable. We are human beings!” 


It was reassuring last week to hear a man 
who has delved deeply into the cosmic and 
has helped penetrate the fastness of the atom. 
say that human beings are the only force 
that seem to count in this best-of-all possible 
worlds, and that ideals are the only things 
that will be strong enough to make us stand 
up against the forces of evil afoot today. 


Dr. James Bryant Conant, President of Har- 
vard University, a wiry, spare little man with 
a boyish head and a giant of young humor in his 
intelligent face, told the Harvard Alumni here 
that ideas, ideals, ideologies stood to be tested in 
the toughest competition possible and_ their 
strength would decide which way modern civiliza- 
tion would take. 


His lecture was announced as off-the-record, 
but the way he touched’ on idealism could well 
be shared without disclosing any confidences. He 
said it all over town in every appearance he 
made. “Ideals are goals,” he said. “They can 
be used as measurements. It is easy to see how 
far we have fallen short of them ...or when we 
have met their demands.” 

The scholarly visitor said more. He broke 
down vast world-wide problems into little squares 
of humanity, into homes, into offices, into blocks 
where neighbors dwell in kindness and said: “This 
is the only slide rule we have today. If we can

Now Conant, one of 
the earliest probers into nuclear darkness, says it. 


He believes idealism without compromise 
can gird Americans with courage to face the 
inevitable trials to come and that people may 
even learn to face them without too much 
fear, “as they say people learn to live within 
the shadow of Mount Vesuvius.” 


Entirely aside from the flood of religious fer- 
vor that seems to be inundating many communi- 
ties, this is the time for every-day citizens to do 
some testing to discover the real tensile strengths 
of their beliefs. It is the time to turn back to 
the old naive habits of long ago when adults 
stoutly protested chicanery, crookedness and 
lying, and taught their children the good astrin- 
gent exercise of moral indignation. 

It is obvious that we will have to learn to tol- 
erate a load of imperfection, but it is just as ap- 
parent that some start will have to be made 
somewhere to wipe it out.

Education is in politics 


Hershel V. Johnson, Governor of Georgia. 1853-57, said: 


“Education is the friend of the State. It will 
elevate the people. It will diminish crime and 
the expense of executing the law. It will prize 
out the poor from the mire into which innocent 
poverty has sunken them and place them on in- 
tellectual equality with the favored sons of for- 
tune. It will dig from the mine many an unpol- 
ished gem to glitter in the crown of cultivated 
society. It will stimulate enterprise and direct 
its energies to profitable objects. It will dignify 
labor and open new channels for capital. It will 
disinter the “mineral wealth of the State and 
add millions to the production of agriculture. It 
will bring into the field of science an array of 
mind that will adorn our escutcheon and dazzle 
the world by its achievements.” 


That was said 90 years ago. The world 
is still waiting to be dazzled by the State of 
Georgia’s achievements in education. That 
education must await the political moment, 
that it must depend upon the calculated 
whims of aspiring politicians, is one of the 
great shames of our State. 


In .a publication of December last year en- 
titled “Look at Our Schools! 1949” the State 
Department of Education says “Education doesn’t 
cost—it pays.” The report compares Georgia 
with other States of the Union in average years 
of school attendance, in per capita income, in per 
capita sales. . 

The 1940 census showed that our State ranked 
46 in the 48 with an average median years of 
schooling of 7.2. In August, 1949, a U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce Survey showed Georgia 


ranked forty-first in per capita income at $971. ~ 


A survey by Sales Management Magazine in May, 
1949, showed Georgia in fortieth place in per 
capita buying—$653. It is not necessary to say 
that those States with greater educational attain- 
ments reflected greater economic gains. 

“Look at Our Schools” cites the- tremendous 
problems of State education. It tells of the dilapi- 
dated buildings, the troubles of financing facing 
the poorer, rural counties. It tells, too, of prog- 
ress, and it tells of the need for far more progress. 

A crying need is more buildings. This lack 
has brought the suits and petitions of Negro citi- 
zens. They seek something better than shacks. 
Many of the white schools, too, are in terrible 
condition. The Department of Education report 


estimates, on the basis of a questionnaire sur- . 


vey conducted in February, 1949, that $170,926,- 
135 is needed to meet urgent building needs. It 


' It is a great report of progress. 


is stressed that this estimate is conservative. 
Yet, bonding capacities for capital outlays in the 
State school systems is reported to be slightly 
less than $80,000,000. There is a gap of at least 
$90,000,000. 

State building aid is needed, as under the 
Minimum Foundation Program. Some of the need 
can be met by raising local tax assessments to 
increase the bonding capacity of county and city 
schoo] systems. The bonding capacity of school 


systems is limited by the Constitution to 7 per- 


cent of tax assessments. 
Education in Georgia CAN dazzle. 


The Superintendent’s office of the Atlanta 
School System this week put out a beautiful book- 
let entitled “A Report to the People.” It relates 
in graphs and figures the 1948-49 school situation. 
It shows that At- 
lanta’s “laboratories of democracy” are far ‘along 
the road to the aims stated so eloquently by Gov. 
Johnson. 

Atlanta’s strides are possible, of course, be- 
cause the money is here to support schools, and 
the money is used unstintingly with intelligent 
direction to bring to the people that which is 
the rightful heritage of their children. 

Atlanta’s school properties —building and 
land—were valued in December, 1948, at $18,- 
296,497, or $300.30 per pupil. Let’s look at the 
State. All school property—buildings and land— 
in the State in 1949 was valued at $140,894.327.11, 
or $187.34 per pupil. 

The Capital City’s total school enrollment in 
1948-49 was 60,916, as compared with the State’s 
752,046. The total of teachers in the State was 
23,131, and in Atlanta, 1,700. 


The children of Atlanta, white and Negro, 
are being brought the benefits of new build- 
ings and additions to old plants. The tools 
of learning are in their hands. As the city’s 
program goes forward, there will come in- 
creasingly nearer the day when all will have 
the immeasurable means to carve for them- 
selves a responsible and satisfying place 
in life. 

Not so in most of the State. : 

There is the problem of money, of State aid. 
There also is the problem of placing education 
far above the manipulations and petty dealings 
of politicians seeking office. Education is for the 
people. It is a trust of those in high office, not 
a pawn. of political bargainers.

Spy Probe Mostly 
Politics, George Says 


WASHINGTON—As a member and former 

Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 

| mittee, which maintains constant and close con- 

tacts with the State Department, Sen. Walter F. George is inclined 

to write off as “politics” much of the current hullabaloo over 
charges of Communist infiltration in the Department. 

Most of the ecnarges being brought by Sen. Joe McCarthy, Re- 
publican, of Wisconsin, are old stuff, the Georgia Senator reminds, 
and have been thoroughly sifted by State Department heads. 

There may have been a time, back during the war period, when 
a few Communists were allowed to creep into the Department’s 
far-flung organization, Sen. George says, but he is convinced that 
they have now been cleaned out pretty effectively. He sees nothing 
for the country to get excited about in the McCarthy charges. 
Long regarded as one of the most sober heads in Congress, the 
Georgia Senator can usually be relied upon to make a proper 
appraisal of incidents of the kind. 


; : After almost two months of hearings before 
Social Security the Senate Finance Committee, of which he 
is Chairman, Sen. George is planning to wind up next week the 
testimony on the new Social Security Extension Bill, which passed 
the lower house at the last session. Any number of Georgia people 
have expressed an interest 1n the bill. What concerns them most 
is the broad definition of an employee as written in the House bill. 
Many independent businesses do not want to be blanketed under 
the legislation. 

The Georgia Senator says it will probably be June before the 
Senate can act-on the bill and the measure be sent to conference to 
adjust differences. Nor does he expect that the pending tax revi- 
sion bill, which is supposed to do away with or reduce the wartime 
excise levies, can be disposed of by the Senate before the middle 
of June. 

The tax bill, which will also be handled by the George commit- 
tee, is yet to be reported by the House. . 

Start Rep. Sydney Camp, of Newnan, a high-ranking member of 

the Ways and Means Committee, which? is considering 
the tax bill in the House, says his group will be ready to start writ- 
ing up the measure in another week. To that end the Committee 
has had prepared a complete history of all the excise taxes now 
in force. 

Many of the excise levies, Mr. Camp finds, were imposed during 
the war as a means of discouraging the production and sale of 
articles made from scarce war materials. It was never intended 
that they should be continued for so long a time after the war, 
he says. 

lf the Newnan Congressman has his way on the Committee, 


most or all of these taxes will either be repealed or greatly re- |

Vinson, “Administration officials gave due recognition to 
the splendid fight made by Paul Brown for the development of the 
great Clark Hill dam on the Savannah River near Augusta as a 
public rather than a private project. What he did in that fight 
helped to shape the whole public power policy of the Government. 
His accomplishment in the Clark Hill project is the most outstand- 
ing work in the public power field since Boulder Dam was con- 
structed Under the circumstances it was only natural and just 
that the headquarters for the new Southeastern Power Administra- 
tion should be placed in Paul Brown’s home city.

5,000 Give Wild Ovation 
To Violinist Stern's Playing

About 5,000 Atlantans last night gasped simultaneously 
as Isaac Stern drew the bow across his violin for the last 
time in a mighty climax to one of the most brilliant demon- 
strations of violin virtuosity heard here in a long time. 


Seconds after the enraptured 
listeners caught their breath, a 
wild ovation that lasted several 
minutes broke across the packed 
Municipal Auditorium. Stern, as 
soloist with the St. Louis Sym- 
pheny Orchestra, under the direc- 
tion of Viadimir Golschmann, had 
played the difficult and beautiful 
Tschaikowsky “Concert for Violin 
and Orchestra, in D-Major, 
Opus 35.” 

To say that he played the 
Tschaikowsky score, however, is 
a gross understatement. For Stern 
did more than just play it, he 
made it live. 

A maker of music. Stern poured 
himself into his work, and the fin- 
ished product was a moving in- 
terpretation of one of the most 
difficult technical showpieces in 
literature for the violin. 

Stern, his face revealing the 
emotion he imparted to his lis-

teners throughout, played like few 
violinists ever have played here 
before. His legato playing was as 
smooth and fluid as oil; his stac- 
cato playing was crisp, clear and 
correct. His bowing was author- 
atative and his fingering was 
flawless. And in addition, his feel- 
ing and understanding of the mu- 
sic made his performance a mem- 
orable event. 

Conductor Golschmann, an im- 
pressive figure on the podium and 
a capable leader of his players, 
kept pace with the brilliance of 
the soloist in his reading of scores 
by Vitali, Ravel, Debussy, deFalla. 

Golschmann opened the pro- 
gram with Vitali’s “Chaconne,” a 
musical structure emphasizing the 
bass. It was an inspiring per- 
formance, and it brought enthusi-

“Our files of letters 
protesting crime programs are 
bulging. The situation is rapid- 
ly worsening.”

The carriage reached the Place of Commerce, 
on the way to the palace. All was quiet one 
moment, and the next moment there were gun- 
shots. Women on the street screamed. Men fled 
for cover. 

A small group of insurgents ran, firing, 
toward the carriage. The guard and police fired

Some time 
later Manoel died. The Forgotten Queen went 
back for a time to the place of her childhood, 
Twickenham, and then to a chateau on the hill- 
side of- the Rue du Plateau Saint Antoine, at 
Versailles. 

The chateau has 32 rooms, most of them 
peopled by the Queen’s memories. Her courtiers 
cared for her there this spring. 'Townspeople 
grieved as she grew weaker.

ER husband and thachildren didn’t seem to 
mind. But she did. This was a shabby 

neighborhood they’d moved to, and she, 
the hitherto happy mother and conscientious 
housewife, was disappointed. 

It was the best they could do, with the hous- 
ing shortage, yet she couldn’t reconcile herself 
to these unaccustomed surroundings in this Kan- 
Sas town, and sometimes her mind wouldn't 
stand the strain. 

She had tucked the children in one night and 
was getting ready herself for bed when abruptly 
she cried out to her husband: 

“What's that shooting goi 

“Fourth of July,” he reas 

The next night, she cried out again: ‘‘There’s 
that shooting. Now what is it?” 

This time it wasn’t anything. The drab street 
was soundless in the midsummer heat. 

After that on other nights she heard some- 
one breaking glass near by, and some girls in an 
altercation with police, or so she thought, for it 
was pure illusion. 

There was no minimizing the seriousness of 
her mental trouble then, and she was taken to 
the Halstead Hospital, in Halstead, Kans. In the 
psychiatric department, Dr. Thomas L. Foster, 
of the Hertzler Research Foundation, examined 
her. 

He determined that she was not sane, and by 
chemical tests of her kidney excretion, found 
that her liver was not functioning normally. In- 
stead of giving her insulin or electric shock treat- 
ment, he began a nutritional routine. 

His patient received by injection a glucose 
solution (a sort of corn syrup), liver extract and 
vitamins of the B complex. She was fed a diet 
especially rich in proteins, sugar, starch, vita- 
mins and minerals; that is, eggs, meat, milk 
products, fresh vegetables and fruits in large 
amounts. Very little fat was given. The nutri- 
tion was of the kind prescribed usually for 
cirrhosis of the liver or for related conditions of 
liver deficiency. 

Within 26 days, the Kansas housewife was 
freed of her mental symptoms. She was dis- 
charged from the hospital, and in the three years 
since then she has lived normally. It was the diet 
alone, physicians said, which saved her. 

Another example of Dr. Foster’s method of 
treating mental disorders by ordering special 
dieting —- with or without insulin or electric 
shock and psychotherapy—is that of a 3l-year-

old unmarried school teacher. She had developed 
a severe depression. Sometimes she was seized 
by an impulse to kill herself. Electric shock 
alone had failed to help her. 

Dr. Foster ordered for her a diet of milk, 
eggs, brewers’ yeast, liver extract and nicotinic 
acid. This regimen aided in the return of her 
mind, Since then, she has been well, and upon 
the physician’s advice has changed her eating 
habits to advantage. Another case is that of a 
middle~aged man who became mentally ill after 
an operation. He wanted to attack a nurse with 
arazor. Dieting restored him to mental health. 

In all of these cases the improvement in the 
function of the liver was considerable and it was 
accompanied by mental improvement. Dr. Foster 
has found that the nutrition which aids the liver 
is of help in both of the main types of mental 
trouble-——-psychosis, commonly called insanity, in 
which the patient suffers illusions, delusions and 
hatlucinations; and psychoneurosis, a condition 
of bodily and mental suffering without loss of 
reason, 

This-increases the importance of the findings, 
that deficiencies of certain vitamins, particularly 
of the B family, in daily diet sometimes aggra- 
vates severe mental disorders. 

Prof. Tom D, Spies, famed University of Cin- 
cinnati physician, also has prescribed special

diets rich in vitamins and other tissue building 
substances in the successful treatment of many 
+ gg suffering both mental and physical mal- 
adies. 

One of his patients, an elderly woman de- 
scribed as going insane, was fed eggnogs, plenty 
of lean meats, fish, fowl, fruit juices, bread. 
macaroni, dried beans, peas, green and yellow 
fresh vegetables and milk products. Her mental 
symptoms disappeared. 

In almost half of the mentally ill patients Dr. 
Foster has treated or studied, he has found there 
has been an insufficiency or impairment of liver 
function, which was, however, secondary to the 
mental disease, not its cause. 

Sometimes this has been suspected as being 
due to faulty diet—a consumption of too much 
refined foodstuffs and not enough vitamins and 
minerals, and lacking in eggs, milk products and 
lean meat. 

Yet even when mental trouble can not be con- 
nected with improper nutrition, it has been 
found, the liver function often appears to be im- 
paired. It may be that mental troubles such as 
worry and fear impose especially high demands 
upon the liver, and therefore weaken that organ 
which is a kind of chemical factory of the body. 


Impairment of the liver, in its turn, may

O YOU like your work? The answer had better be yes. 
D> Boredom on the job not only detracts from efficiency but 

it can produce serious psychological and even physical 
damage. Sometimes a brief but exhilarating change will im- 
prove a man's health and alter his personality almost beyond 
belief. 

When a new patient, tall, dignified, graying slightly at the 
temples, was ushered into my office in Boston not long ago, I 
had a rather good idea of what was the matter with him. A 
few questions confirmed my theory. He was an attorney, not 
outstandingly successful but better than average. He couldn't 


understand, he said, why he was so moody and depressed. 
“Everything bothers me,” he complained. “I seem to have 


lost all enthusiasm for living.” 


I asked him what had been his greatest ambition when he 


was a boy. He grinned sheepishly. 


“It sounds silly,” he said, “but what I always wanted to be 


was a clerk in a department store.” 


“That’s fine,” I said. ‘What I want you to do is to take a 
vacation and get yourself a job behind a counter.” 

He thought I was kidding him, but when he saw I meant 
it his face lighted up and he promised to try it. When he came 


back a month later he looked like a new man. 


“For two weeks,” he said, “I sold men’s pajamas in a store 
in Worcester and I never had a better time in my life.

To his dying day, he 
is a man accused of selling his 
friend’s most precious possession. 

But there is one who believes 
him innocent—his daughter, Una. To 
clear his name, she resolves to find 
the missing watch. She writes let- 
ters—many of them—to seamen, 
friends, consuls overseas. 

SCENE FOUR: The year: 1908. 
The British consulate at Foochow, 
China. Enter Wong Kaik Chong, a 
recently converted Chinese Christian.

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It Looked As If the Winning 
Number Couldn't Be Faked, 
but Dirty Money Found the 


Way

MILIO STROLLO was careless. He had too 
much money—and he spent it too freely 
and py et tee 

When a cheap criminal does that, the police 

start asking questions. They want to know 

where he got the money—and how. 

In the case of Strollo, their questions led 
to one of the most cynical rings in the vicious, 
crooked numbers racket—a ring that fleeced 
thousands of men, women and children out of 
millions of dollars a year in a rigged “game.” 

The activities of the ring, when they were 
finally revealed, followed the same predatory 
pattern exposed by The American Weekly in a 
series of articles on “The Numbers Racket”’ last 
October—-a pattern of fraud and chicanery in 
which the victim never has a chance to win. 

The investigation started when three mem- 
bers of the staff of Frank Hogan, District At- 
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torney of New York County (New York Cit 
heard repeated reports of Strollo’s pena 
sprees. The trio were Asst. Dist. Attys Alfres 
J. Scotti and Andrew Seidler, and Capt, Willink 
Grafenecker, in charge of the police assigned t- 
the District Attorney’s office, to 

Strollo and some of his friends, they heard 
were running wild—new cars, parties in nj ht. 
clubs, the best seats at all sporting events iS : 
bets on some events. eo 

“That guy never had an honest dollar in his 
life,’ Scotti said. “Let’s find out what’s 
ing on.” x 

A casual check showed, indeed, that none of 
them had a legitimate source of income. q ‘ 
enecker assigned men to trail Strollo, to fing out 
everything they could about him. They followed 
him day and night—but for a long time they did 
not seem to be getting anywhere, - 


The only pattern they could establish in his 


movements was a daily visit to a check-cashin 
concern in mid-town Manhattan. Scotti applied 
to the Supreme Court, and obtained an order per- 
mitting him to tap the concern’s telephone wire 

The first day that the ’phone tap was in. 
stalled the instrument recorded a mysterious 
call by Strollo to one Nat Levinson in Newark 
N. J. After a brief conversation, Levinson saiq: 

“T’ll meet you at 23rd St. and 6th Ave.” _ 

That night, three detectives waited at the 
“meeting place’—23rd St. and 6th Ave—but 
Strollo did not appear. 


E fie next day Strollo appeared at the check- 
cashing office again, and again talked to Levin- 
son. This time a “meeting” was set for 34th St. 
and 5th Ave. Again detectives went to the inter- 
section—and again Strollo failed to show up, 
Again and again the defectiVes“heard the 
“same type of message passed to Strollo. Once 
in a while its nature would vary—but'it always 
contained an address. Once they heard Strollo 


y: 

“That fellow’s address is 243 West End Ave.” 

Or: 

“Louis wants you to call him. He’s at Ludlow 
4-5444,”’ 

Scotti, Seidler and Grafenecker conferred. Ap- 
parently the address. or telephone numbers were 
meaningless in themselves. The addresses and 
’phone numbers were either non-existent—or be- 
longed to entirely innocent persons. 

“It’s the numbers themselves that must be 
important,” they agreed. “‘For instance, if Strollo 
wants to use the number 346, he’ll say ‘T'll meet 
you at 34th St. and 6th Ave.’”’ 

If numbers in themselves were important, 
then they must have stumbled onto the trail of 
a numbers racket. In that racket, a sucker places 
a bet on any series of three digits, from 000 to 
999—and is paid off on a “winning number” 


The Detective Heard Duble 
Answer the Telephone and 
Repeat, “All Right, Ill

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selected in some predetermined way, as was 
shown in The American Weekly last fall. The 
most common method was to select the three 
digits from a combination of pari-mutuel totals 
at a designated race track. 

For days, Scotti, Seidler and Grafenecker 
tried to fit each day’s number, as taken from 
Strollo’s tapped conversations, into some pari- 
mutuel pattern—without success. 

Grafenecker then sent two of his men to New 
Jersey to check further on Levinson who, it was 
learned, was a heavy gambler and possibly a 
bookmaker. 

They came up with the answer. In this par- 
ticular racket, the winning number, they learned, 
was cOmposed of two digits from the noon bond 
sales total of the New York Stock Exchange, 
and one digit from the total volume of checks 
handled by the Cincinnati Clearing House Asso- 
ciation. 

The second and third digits of the bond sales, 
and the second digit of the Cincinnati figure 
were used. Thus, if the bond sales were 2,760,000 
and the Clearing House figure was 45,000,000, 
the figure would be 765. 

The startling thing was, however, that Strollo 
seemed to know the winning number before the 
Clearing House figure was released in Cincinnati. 

“It’s obviously rigged,” Scotti said. “But 
how ?” 

They set out to learn that. Just when they 
had hopes of making headway, Strollo changed 
his telephone routine, and for a time they were 
stumped. But they continued to follow Strollo, 
and their investigation led them to Eddie Kane, 
owner of a billiard parlor in New York City’s 
Times Square district. 

They obtained permission to tap Kane’s tele- 
phone—and almost immediately knew they were 
close to a solution of the case. At 1:30 every 
day Kane would get a telephone call from a 
William Tiplitz, in Newark.

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“You've got a date at 6 o’clock,” Tiplitz told 
Kane once. 

Another time he said: 

“There's nothing doing here.” 

Apparently the word “nothing” stood for “0.” 

Kane would immediately put in a long dis- 
tance call to Cincinnati, and ask for “Bill.” 
When Bill came on the’ wire, Kane would say 
something like: tai 

“I understand Charlie’s going to see you at 
6 tonight.” 

The operation of the racket then became 
clear to Scotti, Seidler and Grafenecker. Under- 
cover men learned that Tiplitz called at a broker- 
age office in Newark each day shortly after 
noon, when the bond totals were coming over 
the ticker. 


Tiplitz would go immediately to a pay tele- 


phone, and telephone one Daniel Zwillman. Zwill- 
man’s home, they learned, was the headquarters 
of the policy ring. All policy bets had to be in 
by 11:30 in the morning. 


S soon as Tiplitz phoned with the noon bond 

totals, members of the ring would check the 
tickets recording the bets. If the designated 
digits from the noon bond sales were 23, the 
ring hunted for the third number which, com- 
bined with 23, had received the smallest play. 

They might find, for example, that number 
236 had been played heavily—while few bettors 
had played 231..Tiplitz would be notified that 
under no circumstances could the second digit in 
the Cincinnati Clearing House figure be a “6.” 
Instead, he would be told, it had to be a “1.” 

Tiplitz would call Kane, and say: 

“T’d like to see you at 1 o'clock.” 

Kane“would call Cincinnati, and give “Bill” 
a similar message. ; 

Sure enough, when the Cincinnati figures 
were published later, the second digit would be 
a wae age 
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As for Strollo—whose mysterious phone calls 
started the detectives on the right trail—the in- 
vestigators later learned that his chief function 
was to pass on the winning number to various 
members of the gang, who needed to be on the 
alert, in case anything went awry. 

But who was the mysterious “Bill” in Cin- 
cinnati?. Captain Grafenecker sent one of his 
ablest men to that city. The investigator. re- 
ported back: It was William Dennison Duble, 
silver-haired respected secretary of the Clearing 
House Association. It seemed almost incredible. 

“Who is Duble? What is his reputation?” 
the detective was asked. 

The detective told Grafenecker. He was the 
father of two children; a resident of Mariemont, 
a pleasant residential section of the city. His 
reputation was excellent—-everyone spoke well 
of him. But, the detective said, there could be 
no doubt that Duble was the “Bill” that Kane 
called. . 

It was known that Kane called Duble every 
day between 1:30 and 1:35. Another detective 
was sent to Cincinnati, to pose as a job applicant. 


It was. his duty to be in Duble’s office at that 


time; and he succeeded. 
The call came in on schedule. He heard Duble 


repeat: 

“All right, I’ll expect him at 6 o’clock.” 

He reported the conversation to Grafenecker. 
It coincided with the record taken on the wire- 
tapping instrument. There was no further doubt 
in the minds of Scotti, Seidler or Captain Graf- 
enecker. 

The three directors of the investigation made 
immediate plans to round up the ring on July 25, 
1949. Grafenecker and a squad were in Newark. 
Seidler and others were in Cincinnati—-and 
Scotti and a few detectives remained in New 
York. 

At exactly 1:30 p. m. that day simultaneous 
raids were made on every known location used

by the racketeers—and every principal, includ- 
ing Duble was taken into custody. 

Duble readily confessed that he had 
“rigged’”’ the Clearing House figure. His 
salary at the Clearing House was $5,000 a 

year — and he received $1,000 a. month 
from the racketeers, (Police insisted that 
he was working for ‘“‘chicken feed’’—that 
he was worth many times that to the 
racket. ) 

Duble’s associates—and members of 
his family—could not believe his guilt, 
even though he had confessed. His 
father had held the Clearing House job 
before him-—-and he was one of the best- 

liked figures in Cincinnati’s financial 
district. 

_Police charged that the ring had done 
business extensively in Staten Island, 
N. Y.; in New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
There were estimates that its several 
“banks” took in a total of $50,000,000 a 

year. Four “banks’’ whose records were 

studied carefully, they reported, indicated 
that the four alone did a gross business of 
$7,500,000 a year. 


THE racketeers were indicted, pleaded guilty, 
and were sentenced on Jan. 16, 1950. Daniel 
Zwillman, as the leader, was fined $3,000, and 
sentenced to serve two to four years in state, 
prison. Tiplitz was also fined $3,000 and given 
the same term. Kane was fined $1,000 and 
sentenced to two to four years. fevinson and 
Strollo were fined $1,000 and given’ six-month 
sentences. 


Dennison Duble was sentenced to serve a year, 
but on Jan. 20 his term was reduced to six 
months. He had co-operated with the state— 
and had been in the protective custody of Cap- 
tain Grafenecker for six months before he was 
sentenced. 

Careful, painstaking police work had broken 
up another crooked numbers racket. Once more 
the racket had been exposed for what it was 
—a rigged, corrupt “game” in which the inno- 
cent victims stood no chance of winning. 


But the “suckers” didn’t learn. The numbers 
racket went on—crooked and vicious. And the 
“suckers” kept on playing it.

The friend sighed. ‘To think that 
Richard Dadd was convicted of mur- 
der—and that those pictures were 
painted in an insane asylum!” 

Richard Dadd, an English painter 
of the last century who has lately 
been rediscovered and hailed in some 
quarters as a great artist, was not 
only insane, but criminally so. But 
the odd part is that Dadd’s work 
only became touched with greatness 
afier he lost his mind. 

Dabbling with painting in the 
1840s, he was only an indifferent 
artist of no significance and with 
no foilowing. After a trip to the 
Mediterranean, where he started act- 
ing strangely, English doctors ad- 
judged him insane, but his father 
pooh-povhed the verdict and took 
him away to the country. 

There, Richard went berserk and 
killed his father, 

He spent the rest of his life— 
nearly half a century —in Bedlam 
and Broadmoor asylums. Strangely, 
then, his work changed. It became 
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finer and more meticulous in detaj 
distinguished by a careful workma 
ship that his ‘earlier painting ha 
lacked. 

It is a phenomenon that long ha 
fascinated the experts—why occe 
sionally an artist who was on] 
mediocre in sanity will, with insa 
ity, grow in artistic stature. So 
believe that the lunatic mind, ha 
ing no inhibitions, sees more clear] 
without the fog of conventionality 
obscure the vision. 
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Visitors to the Exhibition Were 
Surprised to Learn That Some of 
the Most Skilful Paintings Were 
Done by a Mentally Sick Artist. 


It is certain that many painting 
done by alleged lunatics closely re 
semble those done by some of o 
so-called “modern” artists. Fre 
quently the line between sanity an 
insanity is too fine. for the layma 
to distinguish. Some years ago 
Paris an exhibition of paintings 
drawings and statuary said to hav¢ 
been done by inmates of lunatic as 
lums was shown. 

Certain well-known modern art 
ists protested that it- was a hoax 
that the objets d’art being exhibite 
were undoubtedly the handiwork ’ 
some of the nation’s most brilliz 
modernists, 

It was proved soon enough tha 
the exhibition was just what it we 
supposed to be—the output of met 
and women who were actual patients 
in insane asylums. 

Vincent Van Gogh, probably on 
of the world’s greatest artists, wa 
on the borderline of insanity fo 
many years, finally wag confined 1 
an asylum, and eventually o¢ 
himself when he was only 37. Ye 
his canvases have such warmth 0 
color and such appealing composi 
tion that they have captured th 
hearts of people all over the world 
His paintings now bring as muc 
as $75,000.

But another horse bumped him off 
stride and he came in second. The winner was

Then came the three-year-old classic, the 
Santa Anita Derby. The prize was $50,000 in 
1940. Gallahadion and the great Mioland: were 
in the race that day. Sweepida was 33 to 1. 

First out of the-gate was Mioland, but Neves 
had Sweepida out in front at the turn. The first 
to run at him was Augury, but the backyard 
champion beat him off easily. Then Johnny 
Longden moved up with Weigh Anchor and 
Sweepida put him away too, 

Rounding the last turn, the stretch-running 
Royal Crusader was coming along. He passed 
the others one by one and now only one horse, 
the flying Sweepida, was in front of him. 

But there was no slackening of the scorching 
pace set by Sweepida, Royal Crusader made a 
final‘ desperate bid and failed. Sweepida won. 

Afterwards, he continued winning and when 
he walked out of the winner’s circle for the last 
time his total purse earnings were $106,000. 

By then, the experts had long since revised 
their opinion of him, Sweepida, they admitted, 
was the greatest California-bred horse since the 
unforgettable Morvich, winner of the 1922 Ken- 
tucky Derby, and the only one from beyond the 
Rockies to run off with the roses.

F ALL the tempestuous Creoles whv 
© flashed over New Orleans, none left 


greater monuments to her will, or to her 
temper, than the red-haired Micaela, Baroness 
Pontalba. 

She was the lady of the most lustrous wed- 
ding in the city’s history. It was the most en- 
vied, most heavily attended—-and unhappiest. 

Young Micaela became the city’s great fem- 
inine prize, the miss who would fall heir to the 
richest property in her part of the South. For 
a groom she had young Celestin de Pontalba, 
who would one day be baron with a chateau in 
France.

The visitor expressed a 
wish to see such a unique 
last resting place and his 
friend stopped the car. 
Soon they were at the door 
of Mrs. Acklin’s brightly- 
lighted tomb. _ 

It is a red brick struc- 
ture, flat-roofed and about 
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15 feet square, designed by 
Roy Acklin to meet his 
wife’s objections to being 
cremated or buried in a 
cold, cheerless place under- 
ground. 

Instead of the usual 
gloomy interior, Acklin 
made it look as closely as 
possible like a living room. 
He furnished it with two 
comfortable chrome chairs, 
ash trays, religious mot- 
toes and colored lights. 

The 54-year-old Acklin, 
a former mail carrier, ex- 
plained that since candles 
are often used on coffins 
he saw no reason why elec- 
tricity should not be sub- 
stituted. “There’s nothing 
wrong with the smoking 
Stands, either,” said the 
Widower. “When Beulah 
was alive she was impa- 
Uent with womén who 
made their husbands go to 
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their dens or outside to 
smoke. So I don’t mind 
people smoking in here, It 
iS Just what she would have 
wanted them to do if she 
were alive,”’ 

Acklin hired a contractor 
to build the brick mauso- 
leum after his wife died 
May 15, 1948, at the age 
of 52. It'cost about $1,700. 
He painted and arrangéd 
the interior himself. 

The soft strains of re- 
corded hymns filled the 
tomb during the periods of 
open house. The lighting, 
including a _ floodlight, 
which playeéd on _ the 
massed potted plants, ran 
into a $6-a-month light 
bill, but the erstwhile post- 
m&n thought it well worth 
while since it helped point 
up his views about robbing 
death of some of its sting. 

“I. wanted it cheerful 
and friendly here,” he said. 
‘Not a place where people 
feel they have to talk in 
hushed, horrified tones. 

“Beulah,” he said confi- 
dently, “would like ‘it.’ 


Mrs, Acklin's Tomb, in Ac- 
cordance With Her Wishes, 
Is a Cheerful Place, Brightly 
Lighted and Furnished Like 
a Living Room. 
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When 12-year-old Lizzie 
Eckel died 63 years ago in 
New Jersey, grieving par- 
ents ‘placed a tiny glass 
dol] house over her grave in 
Somerset’s Coontown Cem- 
etery. 

The little house is still 
there and visitors may see 
Lizzie’s favorite doll seated 
at a table set for a make- 
believe. party with minia- 
ture tea things. 

A stone anvil sits over a 
blacksmith’s grave at Bra- 
zil, Ind., and a railway car 
wheel at the head of a rail- 
road man’s grave in Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

These memorials, too, 
have kept green the mem- 
ory of the departed long 
after they would have been 
forgotten. And, the friends 
and relatives .who erected 
them no doubt agree with 
Mr. Acklin that they are 
just the way the departed 
would have liked them.

A NEARLY unbelievable 

rumor spread 
other day on the little 
island of Sark, in the Eng- 
lish Channel. Groups of 
fishermen and farmers dis- 
cussed it excitedly. Soon 
much of the island’s 600 
population was converging 
on Sark’s tiny, mausoleum- 
like jail. 

Sure enough, there was 
almost feverish activity 
around the little hoose- 
gow. Constable Frank 
Baker—who ordinarily 
would have been out on his 
lobster boat-—was pitching 
chunks of coal out of the 


by ordering all saloonkeep- 


‘ers to blacklist him. 


The latest culprit was a 
visitor from England. He 
had fallen into a dispute 
with one of Sark’s few mer- 
chants and had climaxed 
the unpleasantness, it was 
charged, by whacking the 
Sark man over the head 
with a pistol. 

Constable Baker admitted 
to friends that he had felt 
rather flabbergasted when 
called on to arrest an armed 
man. 

Sark’s scanty police 
traditions offered no prece- 
dent for his guidance. And

building. His wife Was 
tidying up with a broom. 

Since the jail in ordinary 
times is used as a coal bin, 
skeptical citizens could 
doubt no longer. A “crime 
wave” had come to Sark, 
which has the reputation 
of being one of the best- 
behaved communities in the 
world. 

A trifle breathlessly, 
Baker confirmed that he 
had made an arrest—the 
fifth time in the jail’s 94- 


year history that it had 


had a lodger. 

One of the jail’s previ- 
ous inmates was a young 
girl, committed for 24 
hours for theft, but per- 
mitted to have an older 
woman remain behind bars 
with her for company. In 
1902 an intoxicated citi- 
zen was locked in until he 
sobered up. Two young 
swains who clashed over a 
girl were held for two days 
on another occasion. 

About a year ago a 
farmer named John Terree 
was convicted of drunk- 
en driving after cutting 
strange capers with a trac- 
tor. But he wasn't jailed. 
The judge “dried’’ him up 


Baker possessed neither 
gun nor uniform. 

He picked up a truncheon 
as a symbol of authority 
and marched to the scene 
of the crime to do his duty. 
Fortunately the suspect 
yielded meekly. 

After Baker settled his 
prisoner in jail, its new in- 
mate became a burning 
problem for the local judge 
and his clerk. There was 
much scurrying around as 
they consulted law books 
and prepared papers cover- 
ing a charge of assault. 
The charge of possessing a 
lethal weapon had to be 
skipped, for the pistol had 
mysteriously disappeared 
when Baker reached the 
scene. 

Next day the small 
courtroom was. crowded. 
The case lost much of its 
seriousness when the Eng- 
lishman established that he 
had not carried or used 
a gun. It was a telephone 
receiver he had struck the 
merchant’ with. The Eng- 
lishman offered an apology, 
and the judge ordered 
Sark’s unwelcome guest to 


take the next boat back to’ 


England.

HE theatre has stock characters, not only on 
T stage, but behind the scenes, where they 

are never observed by any audience. A 
familiar figure among this latter group is the 
wardrobe mistress, whose role in any acting com- 
pany traditionally far exceeds her formal duties. 
She is usually thought of, with affection, as 
friend and confidante to all, whose vast reserve 
of common sense is equalled only by her large- 
ness of heart. 

Those who knew Mae Price said that she 
more than filled this description. She had had 
a thorough grounding in show business, and in 
1925, while in her middle years, was happily 
engaged in her work, with all its implications. 

On Saturday, May 30, 1925, there was need 
for Mae Price to cheer up not only herself, but 
others in her company. eir show, ‘““‘The Brown 
Derby,” starring Bert and — Wheeler, closed 
that night in Boston, after a lean week at the 
Wilbur Theatre, on Tremont Street, preceded 
by an even leaner weeK in New Haven. 


The Murderer Hid Behind Three Aliases 
and Won Acquittal—Then an Important 
Clue Was Found That Told the True Story 
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THE CASE OF 


When They Reconstructed the Crime, the Police Were 
Certain That Mae Price Had Screamed for Help When 


She Saw an Intruder in Her Hotel Room. 


After the final performance the company dis- 
persed, some to catch the midnight train to New 
York, where they could begin at once the rounds 
of casting offices. Others, Mae Price. among 
them, went ,-to their Boston accommodations to 
spend the night. 

Around one o’clock Sunday morning, Mae 
entered the lobby of her Tremont Street hotel 
and left a call with George Morrison, the night 
clerk, for 10 a. m. Then, after phoning from a 
booth, she entered the elevator, and was taken 
to the fourth floor, where her room was located. 

Promptly at 10, Paul Voll, the day clerk, 
rang her room. There was no answer and, after 
two further, fruitless tries, he instructed the 
elevator operator, Herman Widman, to investi- 
gate. Widman ascended to the fourth floor and 
opened the door to Mae Price’s room. 

The chamber was in darkness. Widman 
walked over to the window and raised the blinds, 
Then his glance shifted to the bed, where Mae 
Price lay, face down, clad in a blue nightgown, 
apparently asleep. The elevator operator ob- 
served that the nightgown was torn, and that 
the woman’s hands had been tied behind her 
back with a strip of sheet. After only a cursory 
examination, he knew she was dead. 

The first alarm brought to the hotel Sgt. 
Thomas Harvey, from the near-by Lagrange 
Street station, and, shortly thereafter, Homi- 
cide Inspector James Dennessey and Medical 
Examiner Timothy Leary. 

Leary’s work was brisk and efficient. He 
declared that prior to death, which fad occurred 
between 2 and 4 a. m., Mae Price had been 


beaten, an attempt had been made to strangle 
her, but that the primary cause of death was 
suffocation, presumably brought about by press- 
ing her head into the bed pillows. He also said 
that scrapings taken from under her fingernails 
suggested she had scratched her assailant in the 
course of a struggle. 


FTER a careful survey of the room, Inspector 
Dennessey and Sergeant Harvey realized 
that it was not without clues, but the nature of 
Some of them was not readily apparent. On the 
positive side, two torn pay envelopes, which lay 
on the floor beside the bed, pointed to a motive— 
robbery. Furthermore, a scrutiny of the victim’s 
purse revealed it contained no money, and the 
presence of $10 in a coat pocket was easily ex- 
plained by the conjecture that the robber-mur- 
derer, in his haste, had overlooked this loot. 

But the manner in which the assailant had 
entered and left the roém was not so easily de- 
termined. In the first place, the detectives found, 
on the floor of the room, Mae Price’s key. Sec- 
ondly, Widman stated that in order to gain en- 
trance he had.had to use a passkey on the door, 
which had been locked. 

Furthermore, the windows were securely 
fastened. It seemed, then, that the murderer had 
approached that marvel of detective fiction: 
Emerging from a locked room through some 
unknown means of egress. 

Dennessey and Harvey were momentarily in- 
trigued when they learned of the phone call Mae 
Price had made the previous evening before 
ascending to her room. A quick check, however, 
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revealed that it was a person-to-person call to 
her husband, William, at their 7th Ave. apart- 
ment, in New York City. The officers immedi- 
ately initiated steps for Price to be notified of 
the tragedy, and requested that he proceed to 
Boston at once. 

Then the detectives set out to question every 
available guest and employe of the hotel. The 
mystery of the locked room was seemingly un- 
ravelled when they talked with George Arch, 
who, with his wife, occupied a room on another 
floor. 

“We got in last night at 1:20,” Arch de- 
clared, “and I left the room key in the outside 
of the door. TRis morning it was gone.” 

A clerk produced a duplicate of Arch’s key, 
and when it was tried in the door of Mae Price’s 
room it turned the lock easily. 

Conceivably, then, the murderer, assuming 
he had prowled the corridors, had purloined the 
Arch key, which by co-incidence also fitted Mae 
Price’s room. After killing her he had used it 
to lock the deor behind him. 

As forthe precise time of the deed, another 
guest suggested an \answer when she testified 
that at. around 2 she had heard a single loud 
scream.) If it had emanated from Mae Price’s 
throat, then this new evidence seemed consistent 
with her.own timetable, the pronouncement of 
Dr. Leary, and the hour at which Arch had left 
his kéy dangling in the door. 


THER residents ‘of the hotel included several 
members of “The Brown Derby” company, 
who told Dennessey and Harvey that Mae Price 
had no known enemies, and that she was one of 
their best-loved and most-trusted colleagues. 
More to the point, they declared that some 
of the cast, who had taken the midnight New 
York train, in recent days had entrusted to Mae 
for safe-keeping sums totaling approximately 
$300, which they asked her to turn over to them 
when she herself reached New York. This money, 
obviously, had been the loot. 
The perhaps most directly helpful guest Den- 
nessey and Harvey interviewed was attractive 


. Mae Jensen, an actress, who occupied a room 


on the. fifth floom® On the previous evening, Miss 
Jensen told the officers, she had been giving 
a small party. 

“Around ten minutes after 12,” she declared, 
“I stepped out into the corridor. There was a 
man standing in the hall, and he came up to me 
and tried to grab me by the arm. He said: ‘Come 
here a minute. I want to talk to you.’ I told him 
to:\let me alone, and he walked away.” 

Miss Jensen went on to describe the accoster 
as of medium height, swarthy complexion, and 
wearing a tan topcoat. 

When the detectives checked with hotel per- 
sonnel to see if he were familiar to any of them, 


their effort brought forth a rich response. Sev- 
eral clerks recognized immediately the descrip- 
tion as that of a man who had registered on the 
nights of May 28 and 29, as Frank Mulleono, of 
New York City. They went on to say that on 
the previous night—the 30th—he had attempted 
again to register, and had offered as payment 
a check for $10 made out in pencil. But the 
check had not been accepted, and a room had 
been refused him. 

Strikingly pertinent to the investigation at 
hand was an incident related to the officers by 
John McNulty, one of the clerks. 

“On Friday night,” McNulty said, “while I 
was walking around the corridors, I saw this 
fellow Mulleono acting suspiciously in one of 
the halls. I knew he wasn’t on his own floor, 
and I asked him what he was doing. He mum- 
bled something about looking for a washroom, 
but I stuck with him until he went upstairs 
to his room and closed his door.” 

In the face of the known facts, Dennessey 
and Harvey agreed, Frank Mulleono was, at the 
very least, an important suspect, and they ac- 
cordingly took the initial and obvious steps to 
bring him in. Squads of plainclothesmen vis- 
ited the most likely haunts where such a char- 
acter might hang out, and dozens of men ap- 
proximating Mulleono’s description were brought 
in for questioning that night. None, however, 
was the wanted man. 

The next day, Monday, William Price reathed 
Boston and sorrowfully’ made arrangements for 
the removal of his wife’s body to New York. 

fore accompanying it on this sad journey, he 
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posted a reward of $500 for the apprehension 
of the murderer. 

On Tuesday, Sergeant Harvey went to New 
York to interview members of “The Brown 
Derby” company, and to check on the possible 
New York connections of Frank Mulleono. But 
this yielded nothing. None of Mae Price’s for- 
mer associates could provide helpful informa- 
tion, and. it appeared that the wanted man’s des- 
ignated place of residence on the hotel register 
was spurious. 


BY THE end of the week, although the police 
seemed no nearer to apprehending Mulleono, 
they had more reason to be sure that when they 
did find him they would have Mae Price’s mur- 
derer. Dr. Leary’s observation concerning the 
scrapings under the nails of the victim had not 
been lost on Dennessey, and, under his direction, 
an intensive survey of drugstores was undertaken 
for trace of a man with a scratched face who 
might have purchased concealing cosmetics. 

The effort paid off when detectives talked 
with an employe of a drugstore, not far from 
the hotel. The drug clerk declared that on the 
Tuesday following the crime, a man answering 
Mulleono’s description and bearing a half-dozen 
face scratches had bought make-up cream. 

Furthermore, other detectives, canvassing in 
the vicinity of the hotel, talked with the cashier 
of a restaurant, whgse testimony threw some 
light on the hitherto puzzling question of how 
the murderer, a random prowler, had known of 
the money in his victim’s room. 

The cashier asserted that on the morning 
of May 30, a man and woman had approached 
her cage simultaneously to pay their checks. 
When the woman opened her purse, the man 
looked intently at a roll of bills which lay con- 
spicuously inside it. The cashier identified the 
woman as Mae Price, and her description of the 
man tallied exactly with Mulleono’s. 

For another two weeks the hunt for the 
wanted man continued, but then the break came, 

zlargely through the instrumentality of a Boston 
newspaper man, Charles Drury. 

Drury had covered the case thus far, and in 
the course of his wanderings in the shadier 
Boston dives in connection with other newspaper 
work, had kept out a sharp ear and eye for a 
possible lead to the identity and whereabouts 
of Frank Mulleono. _ 

His astuteness paid off when, through a 
talkative drug addict, he heard that one August 
Vaccaro, a small-time vaudeville actor, had in- 
formation on the Price murder. ; 

Drury went to Inspector Dennessey with the 
tip, and within hours, Vaccaro was undergoing 
questioning by tthe inspector and ‘Sergeant 
Harvey. Vaccaro appeared forthright in his 
answers, but also appeared worried. 


When his listeners had heard him through, 
they understood his uneasiness. Vaccaro said 
that on the night of May 28, while he'd been 
standing outside the hotel, a swarthy man spoke 
to him. 

Vaccaro had not recognized the stranger 
at first, but when he said his name was Costello, 
the vaudeville actor remembered that he had 
met him in Leavenworth Prison nine years be- 
fore, when they were both serving time. 


DURING the course of their talk, Costello ex- 
plained that he was now going under the 
name of Mulleono, that he was broke, and asked 
for a stake. Vaccaro gave him some money. 

Two days later, Vaccaro went on, on the 
morning of the 30th, Mulleono-Costello had 
again accosted him near the hotel, and asked 
for breakfast money. His former prison mate 
‘gave him a dollar. 

Elated that at last there was a concrete lead 
to the fugitive, Dennessey immediately wired 
Leavenworth officials, and within 48 hours—-by 
Monday morning, June 22—had a reply. 

Costello, the Boston detective learned, had 
been sentenced, in 1915, to eight years for high- 
way robbery. He-escaped in 1917, but was soon 
recaptured, and was not released until ©1922. 
However, his subsequent movements and pres- 
ent whereabouts were unknown, 

Yet the dossier contained a possible lead. The 
Leavenworth officials had noted that Costello,

correspondence with a family named Corey, who 
lived on Grafton Avenue, in Worcester. 


That afternoon, Dennessey and Harvey were 
in consultation with Det.-Lieut. James Swan in 
Worcester police headquarters. 


Swan took one look at the rogues gallery 
picture which had accompanied the report from 
Leavenworth and declared: “I know him—his 
real name is Frank Corey. We had him up here 
on a bad check charge a few months ago, but 
he was put on probation. We can pick him up at 
his house on Graften Avenue.” 


An hour later Frank Corey, alias Costello, 
alias Mulleono, was under arrest. At first he 
swore the detectives had made a mistake, and 
even denied he had served time in Leavenworth. 
When this latter claim was shown to be palpably 
ridiculous, he shifted his ground and declared 
he had not been in Boston in months, and knew 
nothing of the Mae Price case. 

The detectives listened patiently, and prompt- 
ly removed him to Boston, where he was clapped 
into jail, charged with murder. 

His trial, which lasted a week, began before 
Judge Henry Lummus on Aug. 17 in Suffolk 
Superior Criminal Court. Since no one had actu- 
ally witnessed the murder, the state’s case was 
necessarily circumstantial. ! 

It consisted of a parade of witnesses who at- 
tested to Corey’s presence in Boston on May 30, 
his poverty before, and affluence immediately 
after, the crime. : 
Ts hotel employes identified him as the man 

known there as M no, and the restaurant 
cashier and drug clerk testified that the defend- 
ant was indeed the person with whom they had 
had their respective encounters. 

The most crucial witness appeared to be 
Mae Jensen, who repeated to the jury her story 
of being accosted on the night of the murder in 
the hotel corridor, by a man wearing a tan top- 
coat, whom she identified as the prisoner. . 

The element of the topcoat assumed primary 
importance, for thé brilliant and shrewd defense 
made much of the point that the police had 
been unable to find such a garment among 
Corey’s possessions. The jury was vigorously 
reminded by Corey’s counsel that this failure 
fatally weakened the state’s case, which, at 
best, was circumstantial. 

Apparently the jury was impressed, for after 
four hours deliberation, it returned a verdict of 
“Not Guilty.” 

Corey’s exultation, however, was short-lived. 
He was immediately rearrested on a charge of 
deserting from the army, on Aug. 24, 1924, at 
Camp Devens, Mass. 

Army authorities took custody of him, but 
10 days later handed him back to the Boston 
police, who now eharged him with the robbery 
of Mae Price. The resultant legal struggle was 
a bitter one. 

Corey’s lawyer contended that to try his 
client for robbery would, in effect, be placing 
him in double jeopardy, since the evidence in 
both cases would necessarily be the same, and 
a jury had already rendered a verdict on the 
basis of that evidence. 

The issue went to the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court, which held that the objection of double 
jeopardy was not valid and that the trial on the 
robbery charge should proceed. 

This second trial began on March 8, 1926, 
before Judge David Lourie. The state intro- 


\duced virtually the same evidence-—with one 


vital additional set of facts: The tan topcoat 
had been found. It had been found, bloodstained, 
behind a bureau in a room in a hotel on Han- 
over Street. | 

According to the hostelry’s. register, the 
room in which the garment had reposed almost 
miraculously for many months, was occupied 
on the night of May 31, 1925-——the day follow- 
ing the murder—by one “Joe W. Brown” of 
New York. 


OREY’S fate was sealed when a handwriting 

expert swore that the registry entry had been 

made in Corey’s hand. This time the jury’s ver- 
dict was “Guilty.”’ 

Judge Lourie immediately sentenced the de- 
fendant to life imprisonment, and accompanied 
his pronouncement in part as follows: 

“Corey robbed Mae Price and brutally stran- 
gled her. I am inclined to believe that if the 
former jury that acquitted him of murder had 
heard all the evidence which the government 
introduced in the robbery case, Corey would 
have been found guilty of murder... Corey is 
very fortunate in escaping electrocution, which 
was the just penalty under the law of the Com- 
monwealth for the real crime which he com- 
mitted.” 

In later years, Corey made several appeals 
for parole, all of which were denied. At this 
writing he was still in prison, and the prospect 
of his release seemed dim.
